Pas.ifil  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 


LPUBLIC— No.  lOl.j 

AN  ACT  making  appropriations  for  the  support 
of  the  army  for  tho  year  ending  the  thirtieth 
June,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  ths  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  tu  Con- 
grcss  assembled,  That  tho  following  sums  be 
and  the  same  are  horoby  appropriated,  out  of 
any  money  in  tho  Treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated, for  tho  support  of  tho  army  for  tho  year 
ending  the  thirtioth  of  June,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-five  : 

For  expenses  of  recruiting,  transportation  of 
recruits,  and  compensation  to  citizen  surgoons 
for  medical  attendance,  tbreo  hundred  thousand 
dollars. 

For  purchase  of  books  of  tactics  and  instruc- 
tions for  volunteers ,  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  oontingent  expenses  of  tho  Adjutant  Gen- 
eral's department  at  tho  headquarters  of  the 
several  military  departments,  five  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

For  copying  official  reports  of  the  armies  of 
the  United  States,  for  publication,  five  thousand 
dollars. 

For  bounties  and  premiums  for  the  sntinEjirll 
[enlistment]  of  recruits  for  tho  regular  army, 
ihree  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars. 

For  tho  pay  of  advance  bountios  to  volunteers 
and  drafted  men,  fivo  million  dollars. 

For  pay  of  premiums,  rent  of  buildings  and 
grounds,  transportation,  subsistence,  lodging, 
commutation  of  fuol  and  quartors,  straw,  pos- 
tage, stationery  advertising,  medicines,  and  med- 
ical attendance,  and  all  other  necessary  expeuset 
inc  dental  te  the  collecting,  drilling,  and  organ- 
izing volunteers,  and  for  iho  necessary  expenses 
under  the  enrollment  act,  fiv.Jmillion  dollars. 

For  pay  of  the  army,  nine  millioa  nine  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  thousand  two  hundred  and 
forty-three  dollars  and  sixty  cents. 

For  commutation  of  othoers'  subsistence,  one 
million  sivon  hundred  and  twenty-three  thous- 
and six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  dollars  and  fif 
ty  cen  s. 

For  ooratuutation  of  forage  for  officers'  horses, 
nno  hundred  and  four  thousand  six  hundred  dol 
lara. 

For  payments  in  lieu  of  clothing  for  officers' 
servants,  eighty-two  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty  dell  its. 

For  payments  to  discharged  soldiers  for  cloth- 
ing not  drawn,  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollari. 

For  pav  of  volunteers,  including  the  bounties 
authorized  by  law,  one  hundred  and  seventy-sev- 
en million  four  hundred  and  sixty-two  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dollars  and 
twenty-five  cents :  Provided.  That  if  any  officer 
B  the  regular  or  volunteer  forces  shall  employ  a 
soldier  as  a  servant,  such  officer  shall  not  be  en- 
titled to  any  pay  or  allowances  for  a  servant  or 
or  servants,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  deduction 
from  his  pay  required  by  the  third  seetion  of  the 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  define  the  pay  and  emolu- 
ments of  certain  officers  of  the  army,  and  for 
other  purposes,"  approved  July  seventeen,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-two:  And  provided,  fur- 
ther, That  the  second  section  of  the  act  entitled 
"An  aot  giving  furthor  compensation  to  the  cap- 
tains aud  subalterns  of  the  army  of  the  United 
States  in  certain  cases,"  allowing  ten  dollars  ad- 
ditional per  month  to  any  officer  in  actual  com- 
mand of  a  company,  as  compensation  for  his 
duties  and  responsibilities  witn  respect  to  the 
clothing,  arms,  and  accoutrements  of  ths  com- 
pany, shall  be  construed  to  apply  only  to  com- 
pany offioers  in  actual  command  as  aforosaid. 

Fqr  subsistence  in  kind  for  regulars,  volun' 
teera,  and  drafted  men,  ninety-one  millions  four 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  four  hundred 
and  twenty-six  dollars  and  thirty  cents. 

For  the  regular  supplies  of  tho  quartermaster's 
department,  consisting  of  fuel  for  the  officers, 
enlisted  men, guard,  hospitals,  storehouses,  and 
offices;  of  forage  in  kind  for  the  horses,  mules, 
and  oxen  for  the  quartermaster's  department,  at 
the  several  posts  and  stations,  and  with  the  ar- 
mies in  the  field  ;  for  the  horses  of  the  several 
regiments  of  cavalry,  the  batteries  nf  artillery, 
and  such  companies  of  infantry  as  may  be  mount 
ed,  and  for  the  authorized  number  of  officers' 
horses  when  serving  in  the  field  and  at  the  out- 
posts, including  bedding  for  the  animals ;  of 
straw  for  soldiers'  bedding,  and  of  stationery, 
including  blank  books  for  the  quartermas'er's 
department,  certificates  for  discharged  soldiers, 
blank  forms  for  tho  pay  and  quartermaster's  de- 
partments ;  and  for  the  printing  of  division  and 
department  orders  and  reports,  sixty  million  dol. 
lars. 

For  Ibe  incidental  expenses  of  the  quarter- 
master's depai^nent,  consisting  ef  postage  on 
letters  and  packages  received  and  sent  by  officers 
of  the  army  on  public  service :  expenses  of 
cuurts-martial,  military  commissions,  and  courts 
of  inquiry,  including  the  additional  compensa- 
tion of  judge  advocates,  recorders,  members,  and 
witnesses,  while  on  that  service  ;  under  the  act  of 
March  sixteenth,  eighteen  hundred  and  two,  ex- 
tra pay  to  soldiers  employed,  under  the  direction 
of  the  quartermaster's  department,  in  the  erec- 
tion of  barracks,  quarters,  storehouses,  and  hos- 
pitals ;  in  tho  construction  of  roads,  and  on  oth- 
er constant  labor,  for  periods  not  less  than  ten 
days,  under  tho  acts  of  March  second,  eighteon

harness,  and  tho  purchase  and  repair  of  wagons, 

carts,  aud  drays,  and  of  ships,  and  other  sea-going 
vessels,  and  boats  required  for  tho  transportation 
of  supplies  and  for  garrison  purposes;  for  dray- 
ago  and  cartago  at  the  several  posts;  hire  of 
teamsters;  transportation  of  funds  for  the  pay 
and  other  disbursing  departments;  the  expense  of 
sailing  public  transports  on  tbe  various  rivers,  the 
Gulf  of  Mexico,  and  the  Atlantic  and  Pacific;  and 
for  procuring  water  at  such  posts  as,  from  their 
situation,  require  it  to  bo  brought  from  a  distsnce; 
and  for  clearing  roads,  and  removing  obstructions 
from  roads,  harbors,  and  rivers,  to  the  extent 
which  may  be  required  for  the  actual  opera- 
tions of  the  troop*  in  tho  field,  forty  million  dol- 
lars. 

For  hire  or  commutation  of  quartors  for  offioers 
on  military  duty;  hire  of  quarters  for  troops;  of 
storehouses  for  tho  safe  keeping  of  military  stores; 
of  grounds  for  summer  cantonments;  for  tho  con- 
struction of  temporary  huts,  hospitals,  and  sta- 
bles, and  for  repairing  public  buildings  at  estab- 
lished posts,  firo  million  dollars. 

For  heating  and  cooking  stoves,  one'hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

For  constructing  and  extending  tho  telegraph, 
for  military  purposes,  and  for  expenses  in  opera- 
ting tbe  same,  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  supplies,  transportation,  and  care  of  prison  - 
ers  of  war,  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

For  purchasing,  constructing,  and  maintenance 
of  steam  rams,  two  hundred  and  seventy -five 
thousand  dollars. 

For  clothing  for  the  army,  camp  and  garrison 
equipage,  and  for  expenses  of  offices  and  arsenals, 
fifty-eight  million  dollars. 

For  contingencies  of  the  army,  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

For  medicines,  instruments,  and  dressings,  two 
million  seven  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  dol 
lars. 

For  hospital  stores,  bedding,  and  so  forth,  three 
million  five  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars.  - 

For  hospital  furniture  and  field  equipments,  six 
hundred  and  eighteen  thousand  dollars. 

Forbooks,  stationery,  and  printing,  one  hundred 
and  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

For  Ice,  fruits,  and  other  comforts,  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

For  hoipi'al  clothing,  seven  hundred  aai  fifty 
thnu'and  dollars. 

Foreitnen  nurses,  two  hundred  and  tan  thou- 
sand dollars. 

For  oare  of  sick  soldiers  in  private  hospitals, 
thirty-one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars. 

For  artifi  ial  limbs  for  soldiers  and  seamen, 
forty  five  tbousaLd  dollars. 

For  citiien  physicians,  and  medicines  furnish 
ed  by  them,  lour  hundred  and  five  thousand dot- 

Um. 

For  hire  of  clerks  and  laborers  In  purveying  do 
pots,  seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  examining  and  recording  meteorological 
observations  taken  at  the  military  posts  of  the 
United  States  army,  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars. 

For  army  medical  museum,  five  thousand  dol 
lars. 

For  oontingent  expenses  of  the  medioal  depart 
m*nt,  forty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty- oight  dollars.

And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  per 
sons  of  color  who  have  been  or  may  be  mustered 
nto  the  military  service  of  the  United  States  shall 
receive  the  same  uniform,  clothing,  arms,  equip 
ments,  camp  equipage,  rations,  medical  and  nos 
pital  attendance,  pay  and  emoluments,  other 
than  bounty,  as  other  soldiers  of  the  regular  oi 
volunteer  forces  of  the  United  States  of  like  arm 
of  tbe  service,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Jan 
uary,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four;  and  that 
every  person  of  color  who  shall  hereafter  he  mus 
tered  into  the  service  shall  receive  such  snms  in 
bounty  as  the  President  shall  order  in  the  differ 
ent  States  and  parts  of  the  United  States,  not  ex 
cecding  ono  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Ami  be  it  Jurther  enacted,  That  all 
persons  enlisted  and  mustered  into  service  as  vol 
unteers  under  tho  call ,  dated  October  seventeen, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three,  lor  three  hun 
drcd  thousand  volunteers,  who  were  at  the  time 
of  onlistment  actually  enrolled  and  subject  to 
draft  in  the  State  in  which  they  voluntecrod,  shall 
receive  frem  tho  United  States  the  saino  amount 
of  bounty  without  rogard  to  color. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  per- 
sons of  color  who  were  free  on  the  nineteenth  day 
of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  and 
who  have  been  enlisted  and  mustered  into  the 
military  service  of  the  United  States,  shall,  from 
tbe  time  of  their  enlistment,  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive the  pay,  bounty,  and  clothing  allowed  to 
such  persons  by  tbe  laws  existiug  at  the  timo  of 
their  enlistment.  And  the  Attorney  General  ot 
the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized  to  deter- 
mine any  question  of  law  arising  under  this  pro- 
vision. And  if  the  Attorney  General  aforesaid 
shall  determine  that  any  of  such  enlistod  persons 
aro  entitled  to  receivo  any  pay,  bounty,  or  cloth- 
ing, in  addition  to  what  they  have  already  re 
ceived,  the  Seoretary  of  War  shall  make  all  no 
cessary  regulations  to  enable  the  pay  department 
to  make  payment  in  accordance  with  such  detor 
inination . 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
enlistments  horeafter  made  in  tho  regular  army 
of  the  United  States,  during  the  continuance  of 
the  present  rebellion,  may  be  for  the  term  of 
three  years.

Editori  Frankfort  Commonwealth: 

Since  my  last,  we  bad  the  pleasure  of 
celebrating  the  Fourth  in  an  appropriate 
manner. 

On  the  2d  the  twenty-third  corps  com- 
menced the  flank  movement  on  the  right  of 
Kenesaw  mountain,  and  on  the  3d  the  old 
stars  and  stripes  were  planted  on  the  top  of 
the  mountain.  The  rebel  works  all  around 
it,  for  fifteen  miles,  were  of  the  strongest 
character.  There  were  three  different  lines 
of  works, — one  supporting  the  other, — they 
were  supported  with  artillery,  and  large 
ditches  arouud  them,  with  pointed  stakes 
projecting  from  the  works  to  prevent  a 
charge.  The  works  were  the  strongest  I 
ever  saw.  They  were  prepared  for  a  siege, 
from  appearances;  but  the  wiley  Sherman 
celebrates  the  Fourth  by  a  rlank  movement, 
and  compels  them  to  skedaddle.  We  took 
over  a  thousand  prisoners,  besides  many 
arms.  We  then  pushed  forward  to  the 
Chattahoochie  river,  capturing  many  prison- 
ers. Then  the  twenty-third  corps  marched 
from  the  extreme  right  to  the  extreme  left, 
and  put  down  our  pontoons.  To  the  but 
prise  of  the  enemy,  we  got  across  the  river 
before  they  knew  it  The  second  brigade 
forded  above  us,  marching  down  in  the 
rear  of  the  enemy,  and  pouring  three  or 
four  volleys  into  their  right  flank,  they  fled, 
leaving  their  artillery  behind  them.  One 
piece,  a  ten-pound  smooth-bore,  taken  by 
the  twelfth  Kentucky,  proved  to  be  one  of 
the  Kentucky  Stale  guns  sent  to  Camp 
Boone  by  Gov.  Magoffin,  during  the  early 
part  of  the  rebellion.  I  only  wish  the  rebs' 
would  stand  like  their  cannon  ;  1  know  there 
are  enough  of  Kentuekians  in  the  twenty- 
third  corps  of  this  army — such  as  the  12th, 
14th,  and  24th  regiments — not  only  to  take 
their  guns,  but  themselves  and  all  their  trai- 
tor friends.  If  Sherman  can  only  get 
Johnston  to  sland  once,  we  will  show  you 
all  at  home  that  we  are  worthy  of  the  name 
of  Kentuekians. 

Our  army  is  now  across  the  Chattahoochie 
— it  is  on  for  Atlanta  ! 

Later — News  from  the  front  show  that 
the  rebs  won't  stand  at  Atlanta,  but  are 
pushing  on  for  Maaon,  Georgia.  Oh,  where 
will  Johnston  stand?  In  fact,  the  standing 
days  of  the  rebellion  are  played  out  You 
will  soon  hear  of  them  being  run  into  the 
gulf  of  Mexco  by  Sherman. — Th«y  can't 
stand  there.

SurERioBiTYOP  American  Artillery.— The 
destruction  of  the  Alabama  by  the  Kear- 
sarge  is  a  striking  vindication  of  the  superi- 
ority of  the  heavier  armament  of  our  gun. 
boat  as  compared  with  the  lighter  metal  of 
the  English  models.  The  armament  of  the 
Alabama  was  made  in  accordance  with  the 
English  ideas,  and  her  fate  will  be  a  rude 
shock  to  a  cherished  British  notion.  This 
is  a  curious  repetition  of  the  experience  of 
1812,  when  our  vessels,  armed  with  48  pound- 
ers were  constantly  superior  to  the  English 
ships  armed  with  32-pounders.  The  Kcar- 
sarge  has  a  battery  of  two  11-inch  shel1 
guns  throwing  two  hundred  and  sixty-four 
pounds  of  metal,  one  30-pound  rifle  pivot 
throwing  thirty  pounds,  and  two  light  32- 
pounders  throwing  sixty-four  pounds,  mak- 
ing a  total  of  five  guns  throwing  three  hun. 
dred  and  fiftv  pounds  of  metal 


Sensible  and  Correct  Views.

We  have  time  and  again  expressed 
the  opinion  that  the  Clovernment  should 
adopt  a  non-intercourse  policy  with  Eng- 
land and  France,  or  at  least  prohibit  the  ex- 
portation of  coin,  and  the  purchase  of  for- 
eign bills  of  exchange.  We  believe  that 
such  a  policy  would  bring  those  govern- 
ments to  their  true  bearings  at  once.  They 
are  both  against  us,  and  have  done  all  they 
can  to  our  injury,  and  to  advance  the  rebel 
cause.  Open  and  direct  war  with  us  would 
not  have  aided  the  rebels  more.  There  is 
no  use  of  courting  their  favor  longer.

The  Gold  Conspiracy— Its  True  Remedy. 

Forbearance  has  its  limits.  Gold  is  at  a 
premium  of  two  hundred  and  eighty/our  ! 

Forbearance  is  the  germ  of  retributiou  ; 
and  it  is,  perhaps,  to  be  regretted  that  those 
who  corruptly  trade  against  its  temper,  have 
not  the  means  to  guage  the  rising  heat,  and 
know  just  when  endurance  will  cease  to  be  a 
virtue.  Gold,  with  its  starvation  track,  may 
soon  be  at  a  premium  of  four  hundred  and 
eighty-four  !  Its  fluctuation  is  with  a  hand- 
ful of  public  enemies  in  Wall  street — mem- 
bers, some  of  them,  of  the  Copperhead  con- 
ventions; and  agents,  others  of  them,  of 
European  banking  Jews — who  are  the  pa- 
trons of  the  insurgent  cause,  and  of  the 
Confederate  loan .  These  worthy  operators, 
who  had  long  begrudged  the  Federal  finan- 
ces their  superior  credit,  have  united  to 
'•corner"  fhe  whole  market  stock  of  the 
precious  metal,  that  they  may  dole  it  out, 
so  as  at  once  to  gorge  their  greed  and  de- 
press the  public  credit. 

The  recent  rise  in  gold,  therefore,  is  not 
the  result  of  the  "natural  laws  of  trade"  we 
hear  so  much  about ;  nor  docs  it  represent  the 
public  estimation  of  the  currency.  It  is  sim 
ply  the  result  of  a  conspiracy,  by  which  a 
knot  of  heartless  Jews  in  rebel  interests  have 
hived  the  sixty  or  seventy  millions  of  mar- 
ketable coin,  that  they  may  excite  the  people 
by  starvation  prices,  and  stab  the  credit  of 
the  Government.  To  cover  their  designs, 
they  have  defamed  the  Treasury,  and  charg- 
ed upon  its  ministers  what  was  the  result  of 
their  own  criminal  device.  Congress,  alarm- 
ed by  the  unlooked  for  rise  in  gold,  ignorant- 
ly  attributed  the  inflation  to  the  fierce  upward 
betting  of  the  stock  exchange.  They  did 
not  reflect,  that  this  stimulation  was  exactly- 
balanced  by  ihe  equal  effort  of  those  who 
accepted  the  converse  of  the  proposition,  and 
who  labored  with  like  interest  to  beat  gold 
down  ;  nor  see  that  these  surface  flies  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  impulsion  of  the 
wheel.  Their  legislation,  therefore,  was  a 
lugubrious  failure,  and  the  forestalled  at  the 
hub  were  enabled,  through  their  orators  and 
journals,  to  make  another  outcry  against  the 
incapacity  of  Government,  and  lo  accuse  the 
act  against  gambling  in  time-sales  as  "an  in 
terference  with  the  laws  of  trade  "  Doubt- 
less, the  sudden  stoppage  of  "quotations"  fa- 
vored the  schemes  of  those  who  had  hived 
the  treasure;  but  gold  would  have  risen  all 
the  same  without  the  Treasury  bill ;  and  it 
was  a  sheer  piece  of  luck  to  the  conspirators 
that  they  bad  acquired  its  control  and  were 
prepared  to  "put  it  up,"  just  as  the  bill 
against  time  sales  happened  (o  be  pissed.  H«- 
who  has  engaged  to  deliver  an  article  on  a 
given  day  must,  if  he  have  none,  buy  of  those 
who  haye  it;  and  if  those  who  have  it  hold 
all,  the  buyer,  instead  ol  a  purchaser,  be- 
comes a  victim. 

Such  is  the  case  with  gold  to-day.  It  has 
been  artfully  withdrawn  from  "the  neutral 
laws  of  trade,"  and  unless  some  remedy  be 
devised  to  cheok  the  designs  of  the  nefarious 
conspirators  who  manage  it,  it  may  be  "pu' 
up"  to  400;  and  while  theGovernment  is  sunk 
in  debt  through  enormous  purchases,  the 
poor  man's  pound  of  meat  will  cost  him  eigh 
ty  cents,  his  ten  cent  loaf  will  shrink  to  one 
third  its  former  size,  and  tea  and  coffee  will 
be  known  to  him  only  through  tradition 

These  being  the  facts,  the  question  pre- 
sents itself  how  long  the  public  will  endure 
this  juggling  with  its  miseries  and  how  long 
ihe  Government  will  suffer  such  a  conspir- 
acy against  its  interest.  It  is  manifest  that 
the  cancer  cannot  be  resisted  by  ordinary 
legislation.  Palliatives  and  surface  reme 
dies  have  been  tried  without  effect,  so  we 
must  resort  to  the  scalpel  and  extirpate  the 
cause  We  do  not  mean  by  this  that  we 
should  hang  the  forestalled  (which  the  ex 
asperated  people  will  be  apt  to  do  them- 
selves should  gold  be  "put "  much  higher.) 
but  to  annihilate  gold  itself,  so  far  as  it  is  a 
medium  of  traffic,  and  to  allow  the  currency 
10  healthily  assume  its  place  The  only  real 
use  we  have  for  gold,  at  present,  is  for  im- 
portations and  for  duties;  let  us,  then,  re 
lorra  our  foreign  policy,  and  pass  a  non  in 
tercourse  act  against  all  foreign  powers  who 
are  not  ready  to  allow  us  to  revive  our  com. 
merce  by  the  withdrawal  from  the  rebels  of 
belligerent  rights.  II  those  powers  refuse, 
and  we  are  to  continue  to  relinquish  our 
commerce  through  such  injustice,  let  us  at 
least  make  an  offset  to  the  outrage,  and  save 
ourselves  the  vital  drain  which  theone  sided 
magnetism  is  virtually  inflicting.  As  the 
case  stands  now,  we  present  the  strange 
spectacle  of  a  strong  man  opening  his  veins 
to  see  how  long  he  can  live  without  blood. 
Nearly  all  of  our  gold  goes  abroad  for  use- 
less luxury,  and  the  remainder  is  required  at 
home  to  meet  the  duties  on  articles  which 
we  had  better  either  produce  for  ourselves  or 
do  without.  It  is  through  the  demand  thus 
created  that  gold  is  forced  up  and  prices 
trebled  on  every  necessary  of  life  it  is  sup- 
posed lo  represent. 

When  this  latter  evil  shall  have  exceeded 
the  limits  o!  forbearance,  the  time  will  have 
come  for  the  remedy  to  be  applied  It. 
therefore,  we  are  not  to  be  allowed  to  resume 
our  commerce,  which  of  itself  would  invigo 
rate  our  finances  and  restore  our  credit,  we 
should  close  our  port,  double  our  taxes,  and 
make  our  currency  the  sole  medium  of  pur 
chase.  Prices  would  then  become  uniform  , 
and  gold  being  of  no  active  use,  would  re 
main  quietly  in  bank,  without  a  market 
price.  The  gold  required  to  meet  the  inter 
est  on  the  public  debt  might  then  be  easily 
obtained.  The  supply  from  California,  in 
case  of  an  act  of  non-exportation,  would  te 
largely  in  excess,  or  it  could  be  procured  by 
loan  Irom  Russia,  or  other  friendly  powers. 
This  is  the  only  sensible  way  to  deal  with 
gold.  Give  it  a  preference,  in  any  shape, 
over  the  Government  currency,  and  you  at 
once  exaggerate  its  value;  and  all  the  laws, 
and  all  the  Chases  and  Fessendens  iu  the 
universecannot  prevent  that  inequality  Irom 
difci  irbing  prices.  So  long  as  it  has  a  spe- 
cial use  among  us,  it  will  be  preferred  to  the 
currency,  because  of  that  use.  Its  rate  will 
consequently  be  advanced,  and  a  similar  ad- 
vance will  be  levied  upon  all  actual  values, 
and  all  the  necessaries  of  the  people  The 
true  remedy,  therelore,  is,  the  resumption  of 
our  commerce  on  the  ocean,  and  the  subse- 
quent payment  of  duties  with  the  currency 
alone;  or,  failing  in  that,  an  immediate  non- 
intercouse  act,  if  the  homeless  rebel  cor- 
sairs should  be  sustained  against  us.  Of  the 
two  alternatives,  we  are  free  to  sav  we  much 


prefer  the  latter.  It  is  the  most  thorough 
and  most  manly;  and  it  is  also  the  roost  rap- 
id way  to  recover  our  prosperity  and  self- 
respect. 

It  will  be  objected  that  France  and  Eng- 
land might,  in  retaliation  for  non-intercourse, 
recognize  the  Confederacy  and  raise  the 
blockade.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  they  would  ; 
but  does  any  one  believe,  in  the  lace  of  the 
experiences  of  this  war,  that  the  rebels  would 
be  benefitted  by  such  a  course  ?  Their  ports 
have  been  already  sufficiently  open  to  enable 
them  to  obtain  all  the  material  of  war  they 
want;  and  they  have  put  mora  cruisers  on 
the  sea  than  we  have  had  commerce  to  feed 
their  rapacity.  The  only  effects,  therefore, 
which  would  follow  the  raising  of  the  block- 
ade, would  be  to  debauch  the  rebels  with  an 
enervating  luxury,  and  deprive  them  of  that 
vigorous  simplicity  which  has  made  every 
man  a  soldier.  We  havo  had  our  ports  open  ; 
and  lo!  the  vital  drain,  the  false  prosperity 
and  softened  virtue  of  the  North  I  Does  any 
one  dispute  we  would  not  have  hewn  our  way 
further  toward  the  heart  of  the  rebellion  if  our 
ports  had  been  closed,  and  we  were  sternly, 
depending  on  ourselves? 

As  to  any  war  which  might  result  from  a 
declaration  of  non-intercourse,  we  can  afford 
to  treat  the  prospect  with  contempt.  There 
are  always  two  sides  to  a  war,  and  the  first 
question  of  each  party  is — What  do  we  risk  ? 
Our  answer  is,  that  whenever  we  make  up 
our  minds  to  relinquish  commerce,  France 
and  Englaud  are  practically  at  our  mercy. 
Well,  our  commerce  is  already  gone;  and 
it  cannot  be  restored  until  France  and  Eng- 
land, and  other  European  powers  which  un- 
advisadly  followed  in  their  wake,  refuse  to 
give  further  refuge  to  the  portless  pirates 
who  have  either  burned  or  affrighted  it 
from  the  ocean.  If  less  than  half  a  dozen 
Confederates  corsairs  have  done  this  to  our 
enormous  trade,  let  us  ask  ourselves.  What 
would  be  the  fate  of  French  and  English 
commerce  before  the  ceaseless  ravages  of 
our  innumerable  privateers?  It  is  well  to  re 
member,  also,  that  while  commerce  is  a 
vital  interest  with  Western  Europe,  it  is  to 
us  a  matter  of  secondary  moment.  With 
England  especially,  it  is  the  very  breath  of 
life;  and  no  British  administration  could 
remain  in  power  three  months,  which  caused 
its  loss,  through  a  war  with  a  great  mari 
time  power  like  the  United  States.  The 
British  Ministry  have  always  evinced  a  con- 
sciousness of  this,  and  at  the  very  time  they 
were  granting  belligerent  shelter  to  their 
slave  allies,  and  threatening  war  lor  the 
seizure  of  the  Trent,  they  were  suaking  with 
a  secret  dread  that  the  United  S:ates  would 
make  war  on  them  Had  our  Government, 
on  these  occasions,  threatened  non,inter- 
course  as  an  alternative  for  piraty,  and  quo- 
ted British  practice  in  reply  to  British  blus 
ter,  the  country  would  have  beei  out  of  its 
troubles  long  and  long  ago 

Again,  as  to  foreign  war,  let  us  imagine 
all  Europe  in  accord,  and  endeavoring  to  at 
tack  us  with  an  army  of  thrte  hundred 
thousand  men.  To  land  that  number  of 
effective  troops  would  require  the  embarka- 
tion from  Europe,  in  the  way  of  sailors, 
teamsters,  navies,  sappers  and  miners,  of 
some  600,000  men.  The  extent  of  their  line 
of  communication  with  Euroje  —  which 
would  be  their  base  of  supplies— would  be. 
at  least,  3000  miles,  and  be  liable,  always,  to 
the  assaults  and  interruptions  of  our  fleets. 
But  admit  such  an  army  to  be  landed,  what 
would  become  of  it  before  the  hos.e  which  a 
thoroughly  inspired  people  wo>  Id  arra^ 
against  it  I  Opposed  by  the  new  <cienc«  of 
earthworks,  in  defence,  we  bav»  not  ye' 
made  our  march  to  Richmond.  How  manv 
miles,  then,  could  this  invading  force  hope  to 
penetrate  this  land  against  the  resistance  ol 
a  united  North? 

As  to  the  danger  ol"  our  seacoast  cities. 
that  makes  the  lightest  call  of  all.  on  our 
concern.  Our  floating  batteries  and  harbor 
rams  would  have  an  immense  advantage 
over  any  irod  clads  built  light  enough  to 
cross  the  ocean:  and  we  have  but  lo  remind 
ourselves  also,  that  against  the  new  methods 
of  harbor  and  maratime  defence  we  have 
not  yet  succeeded  in  burning  or  capturine 
the  third-rate  sea-coast  cities  of  Wilming- 
ton, Charleston  and  Mobile!  Small  fear, 
therefore,  for  Boston.  Portland,  or  New  York, 
or  even  the  feeblest  harbor  on  our  coast ! 

Thus  we  have  in  our  hands  all  theadvan 
tages  of  aggression,  all  the  superiorities  of 
defence;  and  yet  we  sit  tamelv  down,  endur 
ing  the  most  atrocious  wrongs,  without  any- 
resolute  effort  at  retaliation.  We  believe, 
therefore,  that  forbearance  has  reached  its 
utmost  limits;  and  believing,  moreover,  that 
the  operations  of  our  interior  trade  and  the 
army  purchases  of  the  Government  cannot 
be  continued  under  the  blighting  machina 
tions  of  the  gold  conspirators,  we  propose  to 
adopt  (he  only  remedy  that  is  really  equal 
to  their  full  correction  We  propose,  in 
short,  that  the  Seeretary  of  the  Treasury 
shall  declare  the  currency  receivable  for 
duties,  and  appeal  to  the  patriotism  of  the 
country  for  an  additional  loan.  We  next  pro- 
pose that  a  demand  shall  be  made  on  foreign 
powers  for  a  withdrawal  of  shelter  to  the 
rebel  pirates,  on  a  pain  of  a  non-intercourse 
act  against  them  ns  allies 

We  might  say  to  these  foreigu  powers 
mildly  but  firmly,  that  they  doubtless  in- 
vested the  rebels  with  belligerent  attributes 
under  the  impression  they  would  be  able 
soon  to  acqii're  prize  courts  and  establish  a 
maratime  stntus  of  their  own  ;  but  it  having 
been  demonstrated  through  three  years  of 
effort,  they  owe  their  existence  solely  to  ex 
traneous  protection,  and  are  capable  only  of 
robbing  and  burning  peaceful  traders  on  the 
seas,  we  must  insist  that  thev  deny  these 
homeless  corsairs  continued  recognition  and 
further  refuge  in  their  ports.  We  might  add 
that,  though  '.hey  possibly  acted  unadvisedly 
at  the  outset  in  granting  these  rights,  they 
could  not  now  be  ignorant  of  the  true  nature 
of  the  struggle  between  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment ami  its  revolted  citizens,  or  be  un- 
aware that  the  authority  of  our  Government 
would  be  easily  restored  over  them  if  this 
foreign  support  of  the  rebellion  be  with- 
drawn. That,  in  short  we  could  no  longer 
hesitate  to  regard  these  belligerent  privile- 
ges  and  support  of  an  insurgent,  who  had  not 
even  in  three  years  acquired  a  legal  mari 
time  existence,  as  an  actual  participation  in 
his  aggressions,  and,  in  fact,  a  covert  war. 
If  this  just  protest  and  appeal  shall  not  ob 
tain  justice  at  their  hands,  the  least  we  can 
do  will  be  to  turn  our  back  upon  any  ofthese 
powers,  just  as  any  self-respecting  gentleman 
would  close  his  door  against  a  former  asso 
ciate  who  persisted  upon  keeping  a  black- 
guard in  his  company. 

We  insist  upon  it  that  less  than  this  we  can- 
not do.  and  if  we  do  not  do  it  speedily,  we 
shall  find  that,  in  addition  to  the  prostration 
of  our  commerce,  the  Rotshchilds  and  Erlin 
gers  of  Europe,  through  their  financial  Wall 
street  agents,  will  fight  us  in  our  vitals  with 
exaggerated  gold,  and,  while  thus  exciting 
our  people  with  starvation  prices,  plunge  our 
overtasked  national  finances  into  utter  ruin 
In  brief,  this  gold  conspiracy  must  be  quickly 
checked,  and  bread  reduced  to  reasonable 
prices,  or  society,  ere  long,  will  fall  into  un- 
utterable chaos.  The  Government  cannot 
seize  provisions  here,  as  in  the  South,  and 
award  its  own  rate  of  purchase  :  yet.  if  it  do 


not,  provisions  will  i  ,on  rise  beyond  its  pur- 
chasing capacity;  u  dess,  indeed,  it  deprive 
gold  of  its  dominee.ing  attribute,  and  stop 
its  leak  by  exportation. 

We  have  not  been  in  favor  of  the  foreign 
policy  of  the  Administration;  but  we  will 
be  glad  to  support  Mr.  Lincoln,  if  he  will 
promptly  demand  foreign  powers  the  recall 
of  belligerent  rights  from  our  revolted  citi- 
zens, or  if  he  will  declare  the  alternative  of 
uon-intercourse,  in  case  it  be  refused.  If  Mr 
Lincoln  will  not  thus  vindicate  the  nation, 
and  exhibit  a  dignified  resentment,  we  are 
for  any  Union  candidate  who  will.  The  na- 
tion is  in  fighting  trim;  and  should  war  re- 
sult, as  we  are  sure  it  will  not,  from  our  just 
demand,  we  could  call  our  frigates  home,  and 
through  an  alliance  offensive  and  defensive 
with  the  Dominican  and  Mexican  Republics, 
expel  monarchy  from  this  continent,  and 
sweep  the  British  and  Spanish  West  Indies 
into  our  fold,  where  they  belong.

Bringing  the  Itebels  to  Taw. 

Gen.  Ewino,  commanding  the  Western 
Military  Division  of  Kentucky,  has  issued 
the  following  orders 

"I.  Until  further  orders  no  rebel  or  dis- 
loyal person  living  in  Kentucky,  west  of  the 
Louisville  and  Nashville  Railroad,  and  east 
of  the  Tennessee  river,  shall  ship  produce  to 
market  or  receive  supplies  by  railroad  or 
river.  No  shipment  will  be  made  or  receiv- 
ed except  at  military  stations,  and  then  only 
on  the  permits  of  the  commanding  officeis 
who  are  charged  with  the  execution  of  this 
order.  A  list  of  names  of  persons  to  whom 
permits  have  been  issued  will  be  forwarded 
to  these  Headquarters  weekly.  Any  rai 
road  agent  or  captain  of  a  boat  making 
shipments  in  violation  of  this  order,  will  be 
promptly  arrested  and  forwarded,  under 
guard,  to  these  Headquarters. 

"IV.  No  arms  or  ammunition  will  be  sold 
bv  any  merchant  or  trader  within  the  abovi 
described  limits,  except  on  special  permit, 
which  commanding  officers  are  charged  to 
issue  only  when  ihe  loyally  of  the  pnrchasei 
is  beyond  question 

"V.  Tiiis  order,  as  regards  the  L.  &.  N.  R. 
R ,  applies  also  to  disloyal  persons  living 
east  of  the  road  " 

To  secure  the  rigid  enlorceiuent  of  this  or- 
der, Col.  Fairi.eigh,  commanding  Post  at 
Louisville,  announced  the  following  regula- 
tions : 

1st.  The  certificate  of  tha Provost  Marsha1 
of  the  county  in  which  the  applicant  lives, 
or  of  the  nearest  military  commander,  vouch 
ing  for  the  loyally  of  the  party  desiring  the 
permit,  will  be  required  before  the  permit 
will  be  granted. 

2d.  Bills  of  the  goods  for  which  permits 
are  desired  must  be  made  out  in  duplicate, 
and  the  quantity  and  species  of  every  article 
of  merchandise  for  ahipment  must  be  stated 
in  the  bills. 

3d.  The  sale  of  arms  and  ammunition, 
either  by  wholesale  or  retail,  will  not  be 
permitted,  except  upon  the  most  positive 
proof  of  loyalty,  and  the  sale  of  this  class  of 
merchandise  will  be  restricted  to  the  abso- 
lute necessities  of  the  loval  pt  ople. 

4th.  Major  Geo.  F.  White,  3d  Kentucky 
Cavalry,  is  placed  in  charge  of  the  "Permit 
Department"  at  Post  Headquarters,  and  will 
give  permits,  as  herein  indicated,  between 
the  hours  of  9  and  12  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  2 
and  5  o'clock,  P.  M 

Subsequently,  Col.  Fairliuch  issued  the 
annexed  orders  :  — 

I  An  authoritative  construction  of  Gen» 
eral  Orders,  No  14,  Headquarters  2d  Divis 
ion  District  of  Kentucky,  has  been  made- 
which  interdicts  the  shipment  from  the 
North  or  elsewhere  to  the  disloyal  merchanta 
or  other  Jisloyal  citizens  of  this  city,  goods 
or  merchandize  of  any  species  whatever. 

II  Hereafter  no  goods  will  be  permitted 
to  be  received  here  excepting  upon  permits 
granted  upon  the  same  condition  as  set  forth 
in  General  Orders  No.  20,  current  series 
from  |these  Headquarters,  and  Steamboats. 
Railroads,  and  Etorrsa  companies  are  for 
bidden  to  deliver  run  g  ■  •  1°  so  shipped  unless 
regularly  permitted.

A  Copperhead  aud  a  Demagogue. 

Hon.  Lazarus  W.  Powell,  a  Senator  from 
Kentucky,  while  in  our  city  on  Sunday,  on 
his  way  home  from  Washington,  said  in  a 
mixed  crowd,  as  we  are  told,  "I  tell  you  this 
whole  war  debt  is  going  to  be  repudiated — 
every  cent  of  it.  lt  is  in  the  hands  of  the 
wealthy  capitalists,  and  the  people  are  not 
going  to  have  their  horses  and  cows  sold  and 
their  farms  mortgaged,  to  pay  them  what 
they  can  well  enough  do  without." 

In  the  same  connection,  and  not  five  min- 
utes afterwards,  he  denounced  the  new  in- 
come tax  law  as  the  greatest  outrage  ever 
perpetrated  in  the  form  of  law — declaring 
that  it  levied  a  tax  of  ten  per  cent,  upon  all 
incomes  over  S600,  and  that  those  upon 
whom  it  was  imposed  would  not  bear  it. 

Thus  the  vile  demagogue  and  malignant 
Copperhead  seeks  lo  turn  everything  to  ac- 
count in  his  relentless  warfare  upon  theGov- 
ernment. He  would  set  the  rich  against  it 
by  appeals  to  their  sordid  avarice;  and  the 
poor,  by  exciting  their  prejudices  against  the 
rich  ;  would  reduce  ihe  Republic  to  anarchy 
in  the  hope  of  reconstructing  the  Democrat- 
ic party  (the  rebel  portion  ol  it  included)  up 
on  the  ruins.  Well,  he  kuows  that  the  best 
means  of  accomplishing  his  purpose,  the 
most  fatal  blow  he  can  strike  the  Govern- 
ment, the  greatest  aid  he  can  give  his  rebel 
Iriends,  is  to  impair  the  confidence  that  now 
everywhere  exists  in  the  public  faith,  the  na- 
tional honor,  and  the  integrity  of  the  Ameri- 
can people.  Lei  it  once  be  believed  that  it 
is  possible  that  our  national  debt  may  be  re- 
pudiated, and  submission  to  a  dissolution  ol 
the  Union,  or  the  restoration  of  the  rule  of 
the  traitors  is  unavoidable 

In  this  connection  let  it  not  be  lorgotton 
that  this  threat  of  Repudiation  is  the  logi- 
cal consequence  of  the  Democratic  doctine 
of  the  right  of  secession.  Standing  with 
his  party  upon  the  doctrine,  Mr.  Powell 
holds,  of  course  that  the  war  debt,  like  the 
war  itself,  is  unconstitutional  and  must  be 
repudiated.

The  special  correspondent  of  the 
Cincinnati  Commercial,  under  date  Wash- 
ington, July  22,  says,  the  public  should  know 
that  most  ol  the  sensational  paragraphs 
which  appear  in  the  New  York  World  as 
special  despatches  from  Washington,  were 
never  sent  from  here,  either  by  telegraph  or 
mail,  hut  were  manufactured  out  of  whole 
cloth  in  New  York.  This  is  the  case  with 
reference  to  all  statements  that  have  recent' 
ly  been  published  concerning  Cabinet 
changes.  The  assertion  in  the  World  of 
Wednesday,  that  Secretary  Stanton  had  re- 
signed, or  been  removed,  never  had  the  slight- 
est foundation  in  fact  or  in  rumor;  every 
body  in  Washington  knew  it  to  be  utterly 
false,  but  people  at  a  distance  do  not  seem 
to  be  so  well  informed  as  to  the  mendacitv 
of  the  World. 

Capture  op  Blockade  Runners — The 
Southern  Atlantic  Blockading  Squadron  re- 
ports the  capture  of  two  small  blockade- 
runners,  with  thirty  bales  of  cotton,  ten 
boxes  of  tobaci-o  and  one  rebel  emmissarv. 

The  Fioiit  at  Atlanta— 4,000  Prison- 
ers Taken.— Fuller  dispatches  from  Gener- 
al Sherman  were  received  by  Government 
this  morning  The  fighting  day  before  yes- 
terday was  done  mainly  by  the  corps  under 
command  of  General  Hooker,  who  reports 
that  he  bas  taken  4,000  prisoners  The 
enemy  were  bea'en  back  with  great  slaught- 
er at  all  points  There  is  no  doubt  that  Gen- 
eral Hood  who  led  the  attacking  force,  has 
superseded  General  Johnston. 

From  the  Cincinnati  Commercial,  July  23. 
Tho  Peace  Negotiations  at  Niagara  Falls. 

In  our  issue  of  Friday  was  published  at 
leneth  the  correspondence  between  Clemenj 
C.  Clay,  of  Alabama,  Professor  J.  B.  Hoi- 
comb,  of  Virginia,  and  George  N.  Sanders, 
cosmopolitan,  who  assumed  to  act  for  the 
Confederate  Government,  and  Horace  Gree- 
ley, the  authorized  mediam  of  a  semi-official 
intercourse  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States. 

From  the  tenor  of  this  correspondence  it 
appears  that  the  President  was  previously 
advised  of  the  presence  of  these  gentlemen 
at  Niaeara  Falls,  and  their  desire  to  open  a 
correspondence.  The  President  seems  to  have 
labored  unler  the  impression  that  Jacob 
Thompson,  of  Mississippi,  Mr.  Buchanan's 
Secretary  of  the  Interior,  was  also  prestnt  ; 
an  impression  that  Messrs.  Clay  and  Hol- 
comb  found  it  necessary  to  remove  in  a  post- 
script to  their  first  letter  in  answer  to  Mr 
Greeley's  preliminary  note. 

It  further  appears  that  the  President  was 
led  to  believe  that  these  gentleman  were  at 
Niagara  Falls,  duly  accredited  from  Rich» 
mond,  as  the  bearers  of  propositions  looking 
to  the  establishment  of  peace  And  it  was, 
doubtless,  under  these  impressions  that  he 
was  induced  to  authorize  Mr.  Greelev  to 
tender  them  a  safe  conduct  into  the  LTnited 
States,  and  to  send  bis  private  Secretary.  Mr 
Hav  with  instructions  to  Niagara  Falls 

AH  this  is  apparent  from  the  preliminary 
correspondence,  and  it  required  an  entire  let- 
ter on  the  part  of  the  rebel  negotiators  to 
explain  the  fact  that  they  had  no  authority 
to  act  for  the  Richmond  Government.  They 
eould  give  no  further  assurance,  excepting 
their  own  statement  of  the  case,  that  they 
were  in  its  confidential  employment.  The 
subsequent  declaration,  that  if  the  circum- 
stances disclosed  in  the  correspondence  were 
communicated  to  Richmond,  they  "would 
at  once  be  invested  with  the  authority" 
which  Mr.  Greelev.  already  supposed  they 
possessed,  is  un  assumption  for  which  they 
had  no  warrant,  and  thev  could  not  reason- 
ably expect  that  it  would  be  accepted  for 
more  than  an  assumption 

As  Mr.  Greeley  remarks  this  was  a  ma- 
terially different  slate  of  the  case  from  that 
understood  to  exist  by  the  President.  Strip- 
ped of  even  the  semi-official  character,  un- 
der which  thev  had  managed  to  open  their 
negotiations,  they  could  not  be  recognized  by 
the  President  in  any  other  than  the  most 
general  terms  Hence  the  style  adopted  by 
the  President  in  adJressing  his  further  in- 
structions "to  all  whom  it  may  concern," 
and  over  which  thev  expend  s  good  deal  of 
unnecessary  indignation.  No  other  than  a 
very  conceited  and  inflated  person  would  pre 
suine,  upon  his  individual  responsibility,  to 
open  negotiations  upon  a  subject  of  such 
tremendous  import,  without  a  shadow  of  an 
thority,  and  yet  expect  official  or  personal 
recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Government. 

The  self  constituted  negotiators  take  ex- 
ceptions to  Ihe  conditions  which  the  Presi- 
dent names  It  might,  perhaps,  have  been 
as  well  to  omit  one  ol  these  conditions  as 
preliminary  to  further  negotiations  We 
should  have  then  understood  whether  the 
rebels  were  willing  to  treat  lor  peace  on  the 
basis  of  the  integrity  of  the  whole  Union. 
It  seems  to  us,  regarding  as  we  do  the  whole 
business  as  an  arranged  affair  between  the 
rebel  correspondents  and  the  Peace  Demo- 
cracy, to  get  an  issue  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Chicago  Convention  that  it  would  have  been 
wiser  to  restrict  the  issue  lo  the  vital  ques- 
tion of  the  integrity  of  the  Union,  without 
involving  ulterior  considerations.  However, 
having  drawn  out  the  President,  the  rebels 
proceed  to  inject  a  stump  speech  into  the 
body  of  their  correspondence.  It  is  inten- 
ded for  consumption  in  the  Northern  mar- 
ket, and  for  the  benefit  ot  the  Peace  Democ- 
racy exclusively,  who  will  doubtless  take  the 
clue  thus  afforded  by  their  old  masters  in 
political  strategy,  and  make  what  capital 
.they  can  out  of  it  before  the  meeting  of  the 
Convention  at  Chicago

Hon.  Andrew  Johnson,  Dear  Sir  :  The 
undersigned  have  great  pleasure  in  perform- 
ing tho  duty  assigned  to  them  of  informing 
you  of  your  unanimous  nomination  for  the 
office  of  Vice  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  the  National  Union  Convention,  which 
closed  its  sittings  in  this  city  yesterday. 

We  enclose,  also,  a  copy  of  the  resolutions 
or  platform  of  principles  unanimously  adopt- 
ed by  the  Convention,  to  which  your  atten- 
tion is  respectfully  invited,  and  which,  we 
trust,  will  have  your  approval. 

The  Committee  ueed  hardly  add  the  as 
surance  of  their  hearty  concurrence  in  the 
action  of  the  Convention,  in  selecting  you  as 
the  candidate  ol  the  great  majority  of  the 
loyal  people  of  the  country  lor  the  Vice 
Presidency  ol  the  United  States,  nor  of  their 
conviction,  that  in  so  nominating  yon,  the 
Convention  but  faithfully  interpreted  the 
wishes  of  their  patriotic  constituents. 

Earnestly  requesting  your  acceptance  of 
the  position  to  which  you  have  been  assign- 
ed, and  congratulating  you  upon  the  encour- 
aging prospects  for  the  speedy  suppression  of 
the  rebellion,  and  the  extinguishment  of  its 
cause,  we  ha\e  the  honor  ofsubscribing  our- 
selves your  obedient  servants.

Hon.  William  Dennison,  Chairman,  and  others, 
Committee  of  the  National  Union  Convention 
Gentlemen  :  Your  communication  of  the 
9th  ult.,  informing  me  of  my  nomination  for 
the  Vice-Presidency  ol  the  United  States,  by 
the  National  Convention  held  at  Baltimore, 
and  enclosing  a  copy  of  the  resolutions  adop- 
ted by  that  body,  was  not  received  until  the 
25th  ult. 

A  reply  on  my  part  bad  been  previously 
made  to  the  action  of  the  Convention  in  pre- 
senting my  name,  in  a  speech  delivered  in 
this  city  on  the  evening  succeeding  the  dav 
of  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention,  in 
which  I  indicated  my  accoptance  of  the  dis 
tinguished  honor  conferred  by  that  body,  ana; 
defined  the  grounds  upon  which  that  accep- 
tance was  based,  substantially  saying  what  I 
no.T  have  to  say.  From  the  comments  mnde 
upon  that  speech  by  the  various  presses  of 
the  country  to  which  my  attention  has  been 
directed,  I  considered  it  to  be  regarded  as  a 
full  acceptance. 

In  view,  however,  ol  the  desire  expressed 
in  your  communication,  1  will  mere  lully 
allude  to  a  few  points  that  have  been  here- 
tofore presented 

My  opinions  on  the  leading  questions  at 
present  agitating  and  distracting  the  public 
mind  and  especially  in  reference  to  the  re- 
bellion now  being  waged  against  the  Gov- 
ernment and  authority  of  the  United  States, 
I  presume,  are  generally  understood.  Be- 
fore the  Southern  people  assumed  a  belliger- 
ent attitude,  (and  repeatedly  since,)  I  took 
occasion  most  Irankly  to  declare  the  views 
I  then  entertained  in  relation  to  the  wicked 
purposes  of  the  Southern  politicians  They 
have  since  undergone  but  little,  if  any, 
change.  Time  and  subsequent  events  have 
rather  confirmed  than  diminished  my  con 
fidence  in  their  correctness. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  great  struggle,  I 
entertained  the  same  opionion  of  it  I  do  now, 
and  in  my  place  in  the  Sentate,  I  denounc 
ed  it  as  treason,  worthy  the  punishment  of 
death,  and  warned  the  Government  end  peo- 
ple of  the  impending  danger.  But  my 
voice  was  not  heard  or  counsel  heeded,  until 
it  was  too  late  to  avert  the  storm.  It  still 
continued  to  gather  over  us  without  moles 
tation  from  the  authorities  at  Washington, 
until  at  length  it  broke  with  all  its-  fury 
upon  the  country.  And  now,  if  we  would 
save  the  Government  Irom  being  overwhelm 
ed  by  it.  wo  must  meet  it  in  the  true 
spirit  ol  patriotism,  and  bring  traitors 
to  the  punishment  due  their  crime,  and 
by  force  of  arms,  crush  out  and  subdue 
the  last  vestige  of  rebel  authority  in 
every  State.  I  felt  then  as  now,  that  the 
destruction  ol  the  Government  was  deliher- 
ately  determined  upon  by  wicked  anil  design 
ing  conspirators,  whose  lives  and  fortunes 
were  pledged  to  carry  it  out;  and  that  no 
compromise,  short  of  an  unconditional  re 
cognition  ol  the  independence  of  the  Souih 
ern  States,  could  have  been,  or  could  now  be 
proposed,  which  they  would  accept.  The 
clamor  lor  "Southern  rights,"  as  the  rebel 
journals  were  pleased  io  designate  their  rally- 
ing cry.  was  not  to  secure  their  assumed 
rights  in  the  Union,  and  under  the  Constitution  ; 
but  lo  disrupt  the  Government,  and  establish 
an  independent  organization,  based  upon 
slavery,  which  they  could  at  all  times  con- 
trol 

The  separation  ol  the  Government  has  for 
years  past  been  the  cherished  purpose  of  the 
Southern  leaders.  Baffled,  in  1832,  by  the 
stern,  patriotic  heroism  of  Andrew  Jackson, 
they  sullenly  acquie  ced,  only  to  mature  their 
diabolical  schemes,  and  await  the  recurrence 
of  a  more  favorable  opportunity  to  execute 
them.  Then  the  pretext  was  the  tariff",  and 
Jackson,  alter  foiling  their  schemes  of  nul- 
lification and  disunion,  with  prophetic  per- 
spicacity, warned  the  country  against  the  re 
newal  of  their  efforts  lo  dismember  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

In  a  letter  dated  May  J,  1833,  to  the  Rev. 
A  J.  Crawford,  after  demonstrating  the 
heartless  insincerity  of  the  Southern  nulli- 
fiers.  he  said, 

"There/ore  tin:  tarijj' was  only  a  pretext  and 
disunion  and  a  Southern  Confederacy  the  real 
object.  The  next  pretext  will  be  the  Negro,  or 
slavery  question.'' 

Time  has  lully  verified  this  prediction  and 
we  have  now  not  only  "the  negro,  or  slavery 
question,"  as  the  pretext,  but  ihe  real  cause 
of  the  rebellion,  and  both  must  go  down  to- 
gether. It  is  vain  to  attempt  to  reconstruct 
the  Uniou  with  the  distracting  element  of 
slavery  in  it.  Experience  has  demonstrated 
its  incompatibility  with  free  ami  republican 
Governments,  and  it  would  be  unwise  ami 
unjust  'oi.ger  to  continue  it  r.s  one  of  the 
institutions  of  the  country.  While  it  re- 
mained subordinate  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  Stales,  I  yielded  to  it  my 
support,  but  when  it  became  rebellious  and 
attempted  to  rise  above  the  Governmet,  and 
control  its  action,  I  threw  my  humble  in- 
fluence against  it. 

The  authority  ol  the  Government  is  su- 
preme, and  will  admit  of  no  rivalry.  No 
institution  can  rise  above  it,  whether  it  be 
slavery  or  any  other  organized  power.  In 
our  happy  form  of  government  all  must  be 
subordinate  lo  the  will  of  the  people,  when 
reflected  through  the  Constitution  and  laws 
made  pursuant  thereto — State  or  Federal. 
This  great  principle  lies  at  the  foundation  of 
every  government,  and  cannot  be  disregard- 
ed without  the  destruction  of  the  Government 
itself.  In  the  support  and  practice  of  cor- 
rect principles  we  can  never  reach  wrong  re- 
sults; and  by  rigorously  adhering  to  this 
great  fundamental  troth,  the  end  will  be  the 
preservation  ol  the  Union,  and  the  ove:- 
throw  of  an  institution  which  has  inadeV-ar 
upon,  and  attempted  the  destruction  of  the 
Government  itself. 

The  mode  by  which  this  great  change  — 
the  emancipation  of  the  slave--can  be  af- 
fected, is  properly  found  in  the  power  to 


amend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 
This  plan  is  effectual,  and  of  uo  doubtful 

authority  .  and  while  it  does  not  contravene 
the  timely  exercise  of  the  War  Power  by  the 
President  in  his  Emancipation  Proclama- 
tion, it  comet  stamped  with  the  authority  of 
tho  peopb-  ilicm8elves,  acting  in  accordance 
with  the  written  rule  of  the  supreme  law 
of  the  land,  and  must  therefore  give  more 
general  -atisfaction  and  quietude  to  the  dis- 
tracted public  mind. 

By  recurring  to  the  principles  contained  in 
the  resolutions  so  unanimously  adopted  by 
the  Convention,  I  find  that  they  substantial 
ly  accord  with  my  public  acts  and  opinions

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Soardof  Councilmen  of  the 
City  of  Frankfort,  That  all  such  enclosures,  (ex 
cept  such  as  have  been  duly  authorized,)  are  here 
by  declared  to  be  nuisances,  which  the  marshal  of 
the  city  is  dirooted  to  remove,  after  giving  tho 
persons  who  haveerocted  or  maintained  such  on 
closures,  five  days  notice,  in  writing,  of  his  pur 
pass  so  to  de. 

2d.  If  any  person  desires  to  keep  up  such  en 
olosnres,  he  or  she  may  do  so,  by  entering  into  a 
contract  or  agreement  in  regard  thereto,  with  the 
mayor,  containing  such  terms  as  the  mayor,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  City  Council,  may  pro- 
scribe: Provided,  however,  The  Council  reserves 
the  power  to  permit,  in  suoh  contracts  or  agreo- 
ments,  such  enclosures  as  they  deem  proper  and 
best  for  the  interests  of  the  city. 

3d.  The  mavor  is  hereby  dirocted  to  employ 
such  legal  connsol  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to 
aid  him  in  effecting  the  objects  of  this  ordinance.
